Shells hit

METTULLA. — At least one person 
was killed and eight wounded in 
terrorist artillery attacks on the 
eastern enclave in South Lebanon 
yesterday. The terrorist attacks 
began with sniping on Lebanese who 
were working on new water pipeline 
projects close to the Beaufort Castle, 
west of the Litanl River. * 

Later the terrorists holding the 
castle shelled Christian villages, kill- 
ing a 22- year-old man In Der Mimas 
and wounding others, one of them 
seriously. The Christians returned 
the fire. One of the wounded was 
flown by an Israeli military 
helicopter to hospital In Haifa, where 
an operation was performed. 

AP reports from Nabatiya that 
Palestinian positions there came un- 
der artillery fire yesterday and that 
at least two persons were killed. The 
Palestinians said the shelling came 
from “either Christian positions or 
from Israel," about 12 ferns, to the 
south. The shelling is reported to 
have been the heaviest since the 
cease-fire went into effect on 
September 25. 

In Beirut, the police reported that 
four Christians who had been kid- 
napped were found murdered yester- 
day at a Druse mountain stronghold 
about 20 feme, east of the city. 

31 on West Bank 
held as Fatah

Security forces have arrested 31 
persons on the West Bank on suspi- 
cion of being members of the Fatah 
terrorist organization, the Army 
spokesman said last night. The 
suspects belong to three cells, in el-

ed near Jenin. 

The members of the el-Bireh cell

Autumnal weather and summery 
spirits marked the annual 
Jerusalem March yesterday, as 56,- 
000 hikers converged on the capital 
by four routes through the Judean 
Hflis. 

The “Burma Road," hacked out as 
-a supply route to beleaguered 
Jerusalem In 1948, was utilized for 
the first time as a march route and 
drew the largest crowd. Historical 
explanations were provided along 
the way. 

Most of the marchers, Including 1,- 
000 from abroad, participated in the 
concluding parade down Jaffa Road 
in the afternoon. 


Severe traffic snarls were 
reported because of blocked roads, 
and thousands of persons were 
delayed in reaching school and work 
places in the morning. "The whole 
city marched today — some in the 
parade and the rest because they 
couldn't get through in their cars.” 
said one Jerusalemite. 

Over 24,000 Gadna youths march- 
ed along two routes from Bar Giora 
and Ramat Raziei in the Jerusalem 
Corridor. They came from virtually 
every town In the country, Including 
Eilat and Kiryat Shmona. Persona 
over 45 marched a relatively level 
route along the crest of the hills from 
the Etadon Bloc. The adult routes 
were about 26 kilometres and the 


youth routes 18 kilometres. 

Moat of the marchers gathered 
before dawn at the jumping off 
points, which were lit with 
floodlights. There was a festive at- 
mosphere despite the chill, with 
music piped over loudspeakers and 
impromptu singing. Three groups 
had come from abroad especially for 
the march; one from Germany, a 
contingent from British Airways, 
and Japanese from the Makuya sect. 
Other foreigners visiting or living in 
Israel also participated. So did some 
1500 new immigrants, many of whom 
spent the night at the Mevasseret 
Jerusalem Absorption Centre.

Observers noted immediately that 
the Cabinet had not affixed any 
qualifications, reservations or con- 
ditions to its approval of the paper. 
The Cabinet Secretary, indeed, 
stressed that "no appendices ~or 
stipulations' ’ had been added. “The 
statement speaks for itself," he said. 
Though pressed by newsmen, he 
refused even to interpret the words 
in the statement "as agreed upon" 
os an oblique reference to the 
“protocol" which] Dayan signed 
together with the 'working paper. 
This reportedly contained Israel’s 
rejection of the U.S. -Soviet joint 
communique. Its clear-cut refusal to 
agree to PLO representation at the 
peace conference, and Its refusal to 
even discuss the establishment of a 
Palestinian state. The Cabinet is ap- 
parently satisfied that these basic 
conditions are sufficiently implicit in 
the working paper itself. 

While the approval of the working 
paper had been expected, many 
observers believed the Cabinet 
would add qualifications or reser- 
vations stressing Israel's position on 
the PLO-Palesttnian issue. Ap- 
parently, though, the U.S. had In- 
sistently pressed for a straight ap- 
proval untrammelled by additional 
qualifications, so as not to encumber 
Washington in Its efforts to “sell" 
the working paper to the Arab par- 
ties. 

Cabinet Secretary Arye Naor said 
further diplomatic contacts would 
now follow, as preparations proceed- 
ed for tbe reconvening of Geneva 
"soon — as we all desire." 

Naor, plainly restricted in what he 
was allowed to say to the crowd of 
local and overseas newsmen, was 
reluctant to divulge details of the 
Cabinet debate. He noted that it was 
"the longest ever of this Cabinet — 
because tbe iBsue is so serious and 
important." 

While he stressed repeatedly that 
the final decision had been approved 
"unanimously and without objec- 
tions." he implied that several of the 
ministers had expressed doubts 
about the working paper during the 
course of the debate. He would not 
say whether ministers had actually 
put forward alternative proposals — 
to reject the paper or hedge Israel's 
acceptance of it with, specific con- 
d.'iJo.is. 

Dayan had opened the five-hour 
Cabinet session with a two-hour 
report on his series of talks in 
Washington and New York, and on 
ihe text and significance of the work- 
ing paper. 

The trorking paper is understood 
to proi'ide for a united Arab delega- 
tion, including Palestinians, to at- 
tend the format opening session or 
sessions qf the conference. This un- 
tied delegation would remain in ex- 
istence throughout. At the same time 
there would be multi-party Arab 
delegations that would discuss with 
Israel such issues as the West Bank , 
the Gaza Strip and the refugee 
problem. Bilateral matters will be 
negotiated between Israel and each 
Arab slate individually, and the ul- 
timate treaties will be signed urith 
each Arab state, not with the joint 
delegation. 

Top U.S. sources have said the 
" breakthrough " ions Israel’s agree- 
ment to "a Palestinian i*oicc"at the 
conference, within the united and 
multi-party delegations. 

Premier Menahem Begin presided 
over the meeting, which began a few 
hours after his discharge from 
hospital In Tel Aviv. 

The central issues around which 
the Cabinet discussion revolved 
were considered by Begin and 
Dayan in a tete-a-tete at the 
Premier's official residence In 
Jerusalem late yesterday afternoon. 

The two then drove to the Prime 
Minister's Office for the Cabinet ses- 
sion which started at 6; 15, a little 
later than scheduled. 


All the Ministers were present ex- 
cept for Housing and Construction 
Minister Gideon Fatt who left for the 
U.S. yesterday on an official mis- 
sion. i 

At the Cabinet session, Dayan 
presented the full text of the working 
paper, which had been kept secret 
•hitherto, and which many of the 
Ministers now saw for the first time. 

After the session Secretary Naor 
said the paper would still not be 
publicly released, as this might 
hinder diplomatic efforts. 

When Dayan arrived from tbe U.S. 
yesterday, he told a large crowd of 
waiting journalists at Ben-Gurion 
Airport that he would advise the 
Cabinet to accept the working paper 
because it was “a good document. I 
find it acceptable and I hope others 
too will find it acceptable." (See- 
photo — page two i 
He told journalists: "The working 
paper says categorically that we 
will not sit with the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization. If a Pales tinian 
delegation composed of people from 
the West Bank and Gaza, whom we 
live with al) year round, should an- 
nounce at Geneva that it represents 
the PLO, we shall not sit with it. 

"The idea of a united Arab delega- 
tion was already agreed upon during 
Premier Menahem Begin ‘s visit to 
Washington in July. But it is clear 
that there will be no substantive 
negotiations with a united delega- 
tion. Negotiations between Israel 
and the Arabs over a peace treaty 
will be held separately with Egypt. 
Syria. Lebanon, and Jordon." 

Dayan said that if the Arab 
governments accepted the working 
paper, there was no reason why the 
Geneva conference should not con- 
vene before the end of the year. 

He said: "There cannot be a 
Geneva conference without Israel. 
Israel will not go If tbe conference in- 
tends to talk about a Palestinian 
state or if there are Palestinians who 
represent the PLO. We want to talk 
'with the West Bank Palestinians 
within a Jordanian delegation and 
we want to talk to the Gazans, if 
Egypt accepts, within the Egyptian 
delegation. This is our preference." 

In reply to a reporter’s question, 
Dayan said he would not resign and 
that he would not take it as a per- 
sonal slight if the Cabinet failed to 
approve the working paper. 

Rabin opposes 
overall settlement

Czech couple hijack 
plane to West Germany

El Al plans fare cuts on economy 
flights to Europe and the U.S.

El Al general manager Mordechai 
Bcn-Ari told a press conference In 
Jerusalem yesterday that the airline 
will soon make big cuts in its fares 
for Israelis flying to Europe and the 
U.S. He said that this would be done 
by economizing on services for the 
traveller and at the expense of com- 
fort. 

In the second half, of November, as 
soon as approval bas been received 
from the U-S- and Israel 
governments. El Al will provide a 
section for "vacationers" on its 
flights to the U.S. The two-way fare, 
including a seven-day stay, for 
groups of at least 30, will be $499 a 
person. The lowest fare today is $628, 
Individual travellers will be able to 
fly to tbe U.S. and back for $550, but 
their exact flight date will be fixed 
only a week in advance. 


No food will be served on these 
cheap flights and the seating will be 
more crowded than at present. 
However, travellers wilJ be able to 
buy food before embarking. 

From April, EJ Al hopes to get ap- 
proval from the International Air 
Transport Association for cbeap 
flights to Europe. The reductions on 
these flights will be even bigger than 
on those to the U.S. because they will 
include a 30 to 60 day stay, depending 
on the price of the ticket. 

Fares for Israelis will be the same 
as those for foreigners, so that the 
former will actually get a bigger 
reduction. The cut in fares will range 
from 35 to '70 per cent, depending on 
the season, the length of stay abroad, 
and whether it is a group flight. 

A single fare to London, for exam- 
ple, will be $455-514, return 
throughout the year. Instead of $791 


as today. A trip to Paris will cost 
$438-495 Instead of 8762. 

Group flights In the winter will be 
even cheaper — $245 per person, up 
to a maximum of $355. 

Ben-Ari said that the new rates 
were in line with proposals he had 
made to IATA as early as i9T3. 

In reply to questions. Ben-Ari said 
that El Al's management believes 
that labour relations in the company 
can be improved only by setting up a 
joint workers' council which alone 
should be empowered to decide on 
strikes by a special majority deci- 
sion. Labour disputes should be 
brought before the Board on Agreed 
Arbitration. Also, El Al should have 
a disciplinary court with a chairman 
from outside the company. The 
areas of responsibility of manage- 
ment and workers should be re- 
defined so as to prevent disputes of 
jurisdiction. 


FRANKFURT (UPI). — Two 
Czechoslovak airline employees hi- 
jacked one of their company's planes 
yesterday and forced it at gunpoint 
to fly west to West Germany, where 
they asked for political asylum, the 
police have reported. 

The hijackers were taken into 
custody, and legal authorities said it 
was certain they would be tried in 
line with the West German 
Government's determination to 
stamp out terrorism. 

A Czech who hijacked a plane to 
West Germany previously, was 
sentenced to eight years imprison- 
ment in March. 

The police said that a 29-year-old 
man and a 21-year.old woman 
friend, both ground employees of the 
state-run Czech Airline, flew as 
passengers on a domestic flight 
yesterday and forced the pilot to 
cross the border into Germany and 
land at Frankfurt. The plane was 
carrying 26 passengers and a crew of 
three. 

The couple brandished a pistol and 
revolver when they took over the air- 
craft. which was on a flight from 
Karlovy Vary, the former Carlsbad, 
to Prague. 

In Prague, airport authorities said 
the man. an air traffic control in- 
spector. was wanted on a charge Of 
stealing a large sum of money and a 
camera from hls pregnant mistress. 

They said a warrant of arrest had 
been issued for him yesterday mor- 
ning.

TEL AVIV. — Kupat Holim yester- 
day defied the government and 
decided to go ahead and build a 120- 
bed geriatric hospital in the Ramot 
quarter of Jerusalem. 

Prof. Halm Doron, Director- 
General of the sick fund, yesterday 
told the organization's supervisory 
committee: “We are going ahead 
with the project, regardless of the 
objections of the government. And 
we will find the money, despite the 
desperate financial straits we are in 
— for the needs of the elderly sick 
take precedence over everything 
else/’ 

The Health Ministry recently re- 
jected Kupat Holim 's request to 
build this hospital on the grounds 
that the project had not received 
government approval. Yesterday, 
Professor Doron read letters, and 
minutes of meetings between 
representatives of the sick fund and 
the Health Ministry which indicated 
that the ministry had agreed to the 
plan as far back as 1973. 

However, the ministry spokesman 
says the project has never been ap- 
proved by the ministry's budget 
department, nor has it received a 
building permit. “If Kupat Holim 
goes ahead and builds it — and hopes 
to get a building permit and a 
retroactive financial grant after the 
building is standing — It is t u n i ng a 
big risk,’’ the spokesman said. 


During the committee session, 
Prof. Noah K&plinsky, who has head- 
ed a special Kupat Kilim panel to in- 
vestigate geriatric health problems 
In Israel, presented an exceedingly 
gloomy picture, and said the situa- 
tion would worsen unless public opi- 
nion forced the government to tackle 
the problem. 

At present, there are 300,000 elder- 
ly persons (65-years-old and up) in 
Israel and the population “is steadily 
growing older." Some 230,000 elderly 
persons are Kupat Holim members. 
Of these. 86 per cent are healthy and 
can take care of themselves, 13 per 
cent are ailing and can rarely leave 
their homes, and two per cent are 
bed-ridden. 

At present, Kupat Holim needs an 
additional 3.608 hospital beds for Its 
members. It has managed to provide 
space for some 2,281' elderly 
patients, leaving 1.376 who are not 
receiving adequate care. By 1980, 
another 2.000 Kupat Holim members 
will need hospitalisation — and no 
beds will he available, unless they 
are built now. 

Dr. Kaplinsky stressed that every 
doctor in every clinic needs to be 
constantly aware of the ailments of 
the elderly, to make systematic 
checks of blood pressure, prostate, 
colon, skin, teeth, hearing, sight and 
limbs, and to teach the elderly the 
value of proper nutrition.

prayers in certain sections of the 
Temple Mount. The Council said that 
the site, which Moslems refer to as 
the al-Aksa Mosque Compound, was •' 
entirely Islamic property and that 
Jewish congregants bad no rights to 
[practise any religious rite there. ,

Gromyko that the recent Joint U.S.- 
Soviet statement on bringing peace 
to the area and the reconvening of 
the Geneva peace conference was 
very helpful; the sources added. 

Beth Owen and Gromyko, agreed 
that there was still no certainty that 
the Geneva conference ooold be 
quickly convened, and that If ft did 
finally meet, serious difficulties 
could still emerge. 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter). — Two 
Americans and a Briton yesterday 
won the Nobel Physics Prize for 
theories which formed the basts for 
many of the world’s moat futuristic 
electronic gadgets. 

Dr. Philip Anderson and Prof. 
John Vleck of the U.S. and Sir Nevill 
Mott of Britain all work in the field of 
solid state pbyslca, and produced 
ideas which have found concrete 
realization la parts of huge com- 
puters, pocket, calculators, office 
QOplers. radios, atomic particle 
detectors, and solar energy con- 
verters. 

Professor Van Vleck, of the 
Lyman Laboratory at Harvard 
University, has dona much of his 
work on the structure of crystals, 
while Dr. Anderson, of the' Bell 
Telephone Laboratories in New 
Jersey, and Sir Nevill. of Cavendish 
Laboratory in Cambridge have fa 
the past decade turned to 
amorphous, or non-crystalline, 
solids. 

zt was also announced yesterday 
that the 2977 Nobel Price in 
Chemistry had bees awarded to Hya 
Prigogine of Brussels for "his con- 
tributions to non -equilibrium ther- 
modynamics, particularly the 
theory of dissipative structures." 

The 60-year-old professor at the 
I Universite Libre de Bruxelles has 
made essential contributions to the 
field of thermodynamics, the 
general laws of which govern the 
physical and chemical processes 
which occur in our world. 

An early important application of 
thermodynamics dealt with steam 
engines in which heat was converted 
to mechanical energy. 

The Faculty of the Swedish 
Academy of Science deliberated for 
three hours, the longest in its annals 
according to one member, on the 
physics prize, but took the decision 
on Professor Prigogine after 45 
minutes. 



BELGRADE (UFZ). — The U.S. 
criticised the Soviet Union and 
Chechoslovakia at the Belgrade 
Conference yesterday for violating 
the Helsinki Agreement by tamper- 
ing with international mall. 

• Northwestern University Law 
Professor Joyce Hughes said the in- 
terference constituted "a continuing 
pattern of disrespect for the pledges 
we have all made.*' 

Miss Hughes, Vice-President of 
the National Urban League, is one of 
flve”pubilc members" on the U.S. 
delegation at the conference which is 
reviewing Implementation of the 
1975 Helsinki accords on European 
security and cooperation. 

Speaking for the U.S.. she named 
specific countries for the first time 
at the 35-nation meeting, singling out 
the Soviet Union and Czechoslovakia 
as persistent violators of both the 
Helsinki pledges and the Universal 
Postal Convention. 

"When letters do not pass freely 
between members of the same fami- 


ly — some living in one country and 
some in another — the process of 
family reunification la obstructed, 
not facilitated, " she said. 

"When a publisher In New York 
cannot correspond directly with a 
literary adviser or author In 
'Moscow, contacts and cooperation 
among persons active In the field of 
culture' are frustrated-, not In- 
creased," she added, quoting from 
the Helsinki document. 

“And when an American friend Is 
unable to obtain delivery of a sub- 
scriptlon to the 'National 
Geographic Magazine* for a Soviet 
schoolboy, or a copy of the ‘World 
Almanac' for a teacher in 
Czechoslovakia, the flow of informa- 
tion is choked, not widened." 

The speech was in line with U.S. 
policy to raise specific and well- 
documented cases as illustrations of 
why Washlngton.believes Soviet-bloc 
countries are violating the Helsinki 
agreement.

‘Pravda’: Sadat’s words ‘unfriendly’ 


MOSCOW (UPI). — The official 
Communist Party dailv "Pravda" 
on Monday criticized Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat for voicing "un- 
friendly wprds" against the Soviet 
Union during his speech last Thurs- 
day marking the fourth anniversary 
of the 1973 Middle East war. 

"President Sadat used the occa- 
sion to speak on national television 
with a declaration which again con- 
tained unfriendly words toward the 
Soviet Union," "Pravda" said. 

"The help which was given to 
Egypt by the Soviet Union In dif- 
ficult years was presented in a dis- 
torted light — help which enabled 


Egypt to stand against Israeli 
aggression," the paper added. 

It noted that Egyptian officials and 
newspapers had said that rockets of 
French and Chinese manufacture 
would be shown in the October 6 
parade in Cairo, as well os other 
military arms from those countries. 

"It was said that in this parade 
Egypt’s policy of obtaining weapons 
from different sources would be 
demonstrated." 

In fact, however "Pravda" said, 
"mainly Soviet military devices, in- 
cluding rockets, were shown at the 
parade."

‘Martha could have 
averted Watergate’ 

WASHINGTON (UPI). — A noted 
forensic psychiatrist says that the 
late Martha Mitchell might have 
averted Watergate. But she was 
labelled a mental case, and silenced. 

Dr. Jonas B. Robitscfaer, who 
teaches both Law and Psychiatry at 
Emory University in Atlanta, cited 
the case in a lecture series at George 
Washington University on the uses 
and abuses of psychiatry. 

Calling Mrs. Mitchell "the only 
person close to the source of power 
who saw Watergate whole and early j 
and who tried to blow the whistle," ; 
Robitscher said: j 

"First, if Martha Mitchell had not 
been kept from contact with 
newspaper people through the use of 
force, threats and tranquillizing 
drugs, and second, if she had not 
been ridiculed and labelled as a men- 
tal case. Nixon would not have won 
his second term." 

He said little credence was given 
to Mrs. Mitchell because of 
widespread reports that she . was 
I JM stck", and although Watergate con- 
spirator John McCord later, con-* 
firmed her story “she died with the 
reputation of mental Instability still 
clinging to her." 

Robitscher, who received the 
American Psychiatric Associations’ 
Isaac Ray Award for 1378, noted that 
"it la not only In the Soviet Union 
that politicians call their detractors 
mentally HI. 


MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soyuz-25 
cosmonauts returned safely to earth 
early yesterday as the Soviet Union 
opened Its third decade of space ex- 
ploration with a failure. 

The Soyuz-25 mission by 
cosmonauts Vladimir Ko valenok 
and Valery Ryumta lasted Just over 
48 hours from the time it lifted off the 
launch pad at the Baikonur 
cosmodrome before dawn Sunday to 
the parachute-assisted soft landing 
in the central Asian steppes at dawn 
yesterday. 

Barely 24 hours into the mission 
Soviet ground control ordered it 
cancelled because of unspecified 
troubles which developed during an 
attempt to dock Soyuz-25 with the 
new Salyut-6 Orbital Space Station. 

Kovalenok and Ryumln had 
manoeuvred their capsule to within 
120 metres of the space station when 


the difficulties arose and they were 
ordered to prepare for re-entry. 

It was the third failure of a Soyuz 
mission due to docking problems in 
the last three years — and a bitter 
disappointment to Soviet space 
scientists who wanted a major 
success to mark the 20th anniver- 
sary earlier this month of the 
launching of Sputnik-1 and next 
month's 60th anniversary of the Rus- 
sian Revolution. 

Four cosmonauts have died In 
space mishaps involving the Soyuz 
capsule in the 10 years since it 
became the workhorse of the Soviet 
manned space programme. 

In addition to the fatal Soyuz-1 and 
Soyuz-ll missions there have been 
docking failures on Soyuz -15, Soyuz- 
23 and now Soyuz-25. Another Soyuz, 
mission 19, also ended abruptly. 


George Bosh urges U.S* ties with China 


HONG KONG (AP). — George Bush, 
former chief of the U.S. Liaison Mis- 
sion in Peking, said yesterday that 
he strongly advocates normalization 
of diplomatic relations with China, 
but not on Peking's terms alone. 

Bush, who arrived here after a 17- 
day trip to China, said that the U.S. 
has already abandoned too many in- 


ternational commitments. 

He said the Chinese have a point 
when they say that Taiwan Is part of 
China and that no other countries 
have the right to Interfere in China's 
internal affairs. 

"But we have a point too. We want 
a peaceful solution," he said In an in- 
terview.

On Monday, the Somalis reported

Dike Dawa and Harar are the last 
strongholds north of the Ogaden 
which remain in Ethiopian hands. 

Diplomats in Addis Ababa said 
they were dubious of the Somali 
claims to have killed 800 Ethiopian 
soldiers within five tans of Dire 
Dawa In the past week. 

They speculated that the Somalis 
may have decided to bypass Harar, 
which enjoys a strategic advantage 
because of Its location in the hills, 
and concentrate on Dire Dawa, 
which Is on fiat terrain and is easily 
accessible. 

. The. Somalis used tank tactics to 
great effect at the beginning of last 
month when they captured the 
easternmost Ethiopian outpost of 
Jljiga, which also lies in flat terrain. 

Dire Dawa also has an air base 
from which the Ethiopians have 


launched air strikes against the 
Somali Insurgents with increasing 
rapidity in recent weeks. 

At the United Nations, Ethiopian 
Foreign Minister Feleke Qeflle- 
Giorgli on Monday charged Somalia 
with aggression against Ms country. 

Addressing the General Assem bly, 
he said that for two years Somalia 
had been infiltrating its regular 
troops Into Ethiopia for the purpose 
of committing aggression short of a 
full-scale conventional war. 

Realizing that these troops had 
failed to achieve its expansionist ob- 
jectives. Somalia embarked on a 
full-scale, open war of aggression on 
July 3 this year, making the 
"preposterous claim" that it was be- 
ing waged by “a so-called liberation 
front." 

"Somalia’s persistent denial of 
□on-involvement in the undeclared 
war it has itself initiated and is 
relentlessly prosecuting is obviously 
motivated by a desire to conceal the ; 
extent of her atrocities,” the j 
minister stated. (UPI, Reuter) , 
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GENEVA(UPI). — Chief U.S. arms 
negotiator Paul Warnhe said yester- 
day he is ‘'encouraged” over 
prospects for agreement with 
Moscow both on limiting strategic 
nuclear weapons end on banning all 
nuclear tests. 

Warnhe as head of the U.S. Arms 
Control and Disarmament Agency 
( ACDAi directs the American 
delegations to the Strategic Arras 
Limitation Talks (Salt) and the test 
ban negotiations. 

On the subject of a comprehensive 
nuclear test ban, Warnke said the 
four .meetings held since the 
negotiations began on October 3 
have been "very constructive" and 
that "it is evident that all three sides 
are negotiating in good faith." Bri- 
tain joined the U.S. and Russia for 
these negotiations. 

He said he Is "guardedly op- 
timistic" over the chances of getting 
the draft text of a comprehensive 
test ban treaty to submit to the do- 
nation Geneva Disarmament 
Conference when that body begins 
its 1978 session in January. 

When President Jimmy Carter ! 
and Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
met with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko in Washington at 
the end of September, Warnke said, 
they achieved "a considerable area 
of agreement" on what should go 
into a new Salt treaty to replace the 
original 1972 Salt I pact, which ex- 
pired this month. 

Warnke said that he and his Soviet 
counterpart at Salt, Vladimir 
Semenov, are now empowered to 


work out formal language on these 
areas of agreement. 

Privately. Salt delegates say there 
now appears to be a fairly 
reasonable chance of getting a new 
treaty by the end of the year. While 
this treaty may not be as com- 
prehensive as originally hoped, it 
will provide for work to start almost 
at once on a Salt DI pact, they said.

The new Sha'ar Hagal-Lod

THE JERUSALEM FOOT 


A South 
African 
gain for 
Israel 

Jerusalem Poet Repor t er - 

TEL AVIV. — French policy has 
rebounded to Israel’s gain, at least 
.as far as South African travel agents 
are concerned. They were supposed 
to hold their 18th annual congress In 
Deauville last year, but the French 
cancelled the congress at the last 
moment. 

The Israel Government Tourist Of- 
fice representative in France heard 
about the cancellation, and im- 
mediately suggested that Israel 
should offer to host the congress. The 
result is the 290 delegates who are 
attending the opening session today. 

ASATA, the Association of South 
African Travel Agents, la a 
professional organisation * with 800 
members, and associate members 
from Mauritius and the SeycheDe 
islands. 

According to the official press 
release prepared for the congress, 
“South Africa’s political situation 
does not encourage tourism and this 
reminds us of Israel's situation 
which also fluctuates with the 
developments here. So South Africa 

is also faced with a lack of sympathy 

and the tourist agencies there have 
to come to terms with a problem 
similar to that in Israel. 

’However, Israel has a great deal 
more to offer so that the travel 
agents can get together on how to 
break the harrier of unfriendliness." 
The representative of the Sooth 
African Tourist Corporation in 
Jerusalem notes that the tourist flow 
between the two countries is healthy 
and growing. Tourism from South 
Africa to Israel g r ew slightly from 
the 19,800 who came in 1972 to 18,700

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in 1976. Then in 1078 it' jumped by 28 
per cent to 20,800. 

The indications are that the 
growth this year will be even 
greater. In the first six months, just 
under U. 000 . tourists arrived, com- 
pared to 7,840 In the same period last 
year. 

Israeli tourism to South Africa has 
staged a spectacular jump, from 
2.880 in 1972 to 7.289 in 1&75. This trend 
ended suddenly last year and a 18 
per cent decline was registered. 

The South African representative 
explained that the decline last year 
was due to the unsettled conditions in 
the Southern African region. He 
noted particularly the Soweto riots, 
as well as the war in Rhodesia, and 
the Angolan civil war. 

The vast bulk of the tourists both 
ways are group tours and family 
visits, with a percentage of 

business trips included. • 

One big incentive for South 
Africans to visit Israel is that the 
flight to Europe through Tel Aviv is 
one of the quickest and most direct 
available.- £3 A1 operates three 
flights weekly in each direction, In 
cooperation with South African 
Airways, and it 1s reported teat de~ ' 
mand on the line is so heavy that the 
Israeli airline is considering putting 
jumbos on the route. 


HI A1 reports that there la suf- 
ficient business on the route to 
warrant introducing the 440-seat 
jumbos in place of the 182-seat 7078. 

Demand has been so heavy recent- 
ly that sometimes there have been 
two and even three customers for 
every seat available, negotiations 
are currently being held with 8AA to 
persuade the South Africans to per- 
mit the bigger planes. SAA does not 
actually operate any of its planes on 
the route because of the difficulties It 
has overflying Africa. 

Ray Geldenhuys, president of 
ASATA, In his pre-congress 
message, wrote that "Israel has, 
over the years, proved to be a major 
destination for South Africans of all 
religions and racial groups. 8oufh 
Africans have always admired and 
respected and openly supported the 
tremendous struggle that this nation 
has had over many yean against 
tremendous odds." He went on to 
report that the congress committee 
is sure this congress will be one of 
the best ever. If it proves a success, 
this wiD be thanks in no small part to 
the work of Gideon Rivlin and his 
staff at Kenes. Israel’s leading, 
organizers at congresses and special 
events, Kenes jumped in to help get 
the event organised at relatively 
short notice. 



TEL AVIV. — The number at inter- 
national conventions in Israel Is ex- 
pected to set a record in 1978 but 
faces a decline in 1979, a top 
organiser of congresses and special 
events told The Jerusalem Post, 
Gideon Rivlin, president of Kenes, 
the country's largest organiser of- in- 
ternational con g r ess es (the Israeli 
and European term for convention) 
explained it takes up to five years to 
bring an international meeting to 
file country. 

The peak number of conventions 
scheduled far next year is the result 
of decisions taken before the 1978 
war. he said. Since then It has 
become more difficult to sell Israel 
to the world as a convention site. The 
reasons range from, politics, to 
money, to services rendered, of- 
ficials explained.

Although many good international 
conventions have been held in Israel 
the really big ones won’t be attracted 
until prices come down, services im- 
prove and more charter flights are 
available, expe r t s say.* 

For example, a cup of coffee costs 
as much as ?i.oo in an Israeli hotel 
while the price in the U.S. seldom ex- 
ceeds SO cents, It was noted. 

Shapiro that the n um ber 

of people attending conventions 
could increase by one third If prices 
were more .reasonable. 

Rivlin says that hate! prices in 
Israel ore competitive with the rest 
of. the world. Then he chokes off an 
aside about the In ferior i ty of' ser- 
vices. 

Rivlin is especially concerned 
about the costs at s er vices involved 
In. conventions. He claims that 
« wj ir*yt ) ring. cost of printing 

br o chu r es to .the fares, charged Jy 
bus companies ufor ' tri 
delegates are 1 far higher 1 ' 
charged by compe ti tors in either 
countries. Rivlin believes the 
government should provide incen- 
tives or help defray the costs of con- 
ventions in order to make Israel 
more competitive. ■ 

Another difficulty faced by Israel 
•is getting commercial sponsorship 
-from major international com- 
panies. a practice common at inter- 
national co nventi ons held in other 
countries. 

International companies either 
refuse to participate or agree to con- 
tribute money provided their names 
are not mentioned. Pepsi Cola, for 
example, once contributed to a con- 
vention in .Israel on condition it re- 
main anonymous. 

. Despite the problems. Rivlin has 
had many successes during the post 
22 years In bringing conventions to 
Israel. Indeed he is planning to open 
a branch office in Brussels 
another in South Africa.

style that made him famous 
("decorative works, featuring lines 
mixed with elements."). In 1B70 he 
exhibited ceramics, tapestries, str- 
ing and acrylic drawings In Jaffa. In 
2973 £e had a' show In Haifa and at 
the Caravan Gallery in New York, in 
1973 In Jaffa, Canada (an* part of an 

Israeli group show), and Germany 
(two one-man shows). 

Today he has atapestry hanging In 
' Beit Hanassl (President'* House) In 
Jerusalem, his original graphics 
have been sold by the gallery of the 
Museum of Modern Art in New York, 
and bis lithographs have become 
part of the-BBrahfaorn Collection, the 
Sadder ConiectLon, and the Bochum 
Museum in Germany. One of his 
print is owned by the Museum of 
Modern Art In New York. 

Ovadia — ■ rarely seen in anything 
but Jeans, a T-shirt, and a vlaared 
cap which makes him look like 
Yefaoram Gaon — has not exchanged 
his Israeli citizenship for an 
American passport. In the U.S., as in 
Israel, many- of hia friends are 
Jewish.

Eminently approachable Shmueli 


THE MINISTRY of Education and Culture is 
bubbling with rumours about a new director- 
general, chosen from National Religious Par- 
ty circles, being appointed next month. Ever 
since the death of Minister Zalman Aranne In 
1970, the ministry has been largely ran by the 
director-general with only mild degrees of in- 
terference by succeeding ministers. 
Meanwhile, ELIEZEB SHMUELI, the Incum- 
bent, Is still very much around, writes SUSAN 
BELLOS. 


cent Zionist movements In Islamic countries." They also 
need. Shmueli says, images of success — Implying, 
though not quite saying, himself . 

Ashkenazi children need ‘'Oriental-consciousness," 
too, be says, getting — for such an affable man — rather 
worked up. “We must get away from the stereotypes like 
Mazal the maid and Ylhye the Janitor," he says, adding 
rather inconsequently that it wasn't all so rosy In Poland, 
either. He tells me that he has been reading a book about 
the Polish stetl that describes “the dirt." 


SHMUELI is eminently approachable. The Ministry of 
Education and Culture may be a hideously over* 
centralised juggernaut, but Shmueli sits in a rather plain 


Janco, the painter and Kadlshman. 
the sculptor. 

Alkara. hopes to move permanent- 
ly to Ein Hod within the next few 
years — "now that the Edward 
Westin galleries are the exclusive 
representatives of my lithographs, 
there’s no need to remain In New 
York.” 

His parents, says Alkara, are still 
hoping that someday he'll return to 
Dal iah and marry that "nice healthy 
Druse girl." In recent years, 
however, his father has at least 
come to accept the fact that his se- 
cond son is an artist. “My mother, 
though, still takes to her bed 
everytime I return to New York." 

He isn't conscious of any Druse in- 
fluence in Ids work, says Alkara 
whose family founded Dali ah 
several generations back. But of 
course, it's there — his most recent 
lithographs, printed on thick silver 
or gold paper, are of an Alkara-style 
Arab or Druse village. "I did It un- 
consciously. You can't eliminate 
your background, I guess." 

Despite the disapproving older 
Druse, the younger generation — es- 
pecially the teen-agers love to sit and 


talk to him about his work and his 
life in New York. In his own family 
he has created a minor revolution. 
Brother Salman now runs the Ein 
Hod lithograph studio. Hamud 
manages the Ein Hod tapestry 
workshop. Saleh is a potter. Yunis 
has the DaUah art gallery. And 
Amai, Alkara' s 18-year-old Sister 
who is about to enter university 
“probably has more talent than the 
rest of us." 


From time to time, Alkara thinks 
about organizing an art appreciation 
course in DaUah. He’s sure that the 
Druse — a very disciplined people — 
would attend and enjoy the lectures. 
“And they need to have their ‘taste' 
in art improved." 

“You know." says Alkara, "many 
famous people have purchased my 
work. But the clients who mean the 
most to me are the seven Druse who 
came and bought my drawings. They 
walked into the gallery, looked 
around, enjoyed themselves, and ac- 
tually paid money for art. To me 
that’B amazing. It’s also a beginning. 
One day the Druse will be big art 
buyers “and art appreclators." 


IT IS always agreeable to hear EZiezer Shznuel Va voice, 
which floats frequently over the media these days, 
because he revels in his 'ayins and lusts, which are all 
part of the Sephardi heritage he proudly flaunts. Shmueli 
exudes charm and affability, and he Is the first Director- 
General of the Education and Culture Ministry who has 
tried to make himself available to the public at large, and 
to parents in particular. 

Shmueli, as he sits smiling over his cup of Turkish 
coffee with cardamon ihel), only needs a tew pillows and 
a katoass ( attendant) or two to bring back the daya of the 
Turks, which still hover faintly over the Ottoman 
buildings of Must ora, where the main offices ore 
situated. However, he works with an Occidental ferocity 
and his staff generally enjoy working with him both 
because he communicates an enormous belief in his own 
projects, and, more simply, because he is fun to be with. 

No, he is purest Sephardi, he points out, but no, not dis- 
advantaged at all. He was born in Larissa, Greece, and 
his father was a carpenter (his was the now-dead art of 
Intricately carved and painted clothes chests). His 
mother, who knew several languages in addition to her 
native Ladino, taught him to read and write Hebrew at an 
early age. According to the criteria employed by the 
ministry, “disadvantage" is defined not only according 
to a child’s economic circumstances, but also accor- 
ding to the parents’ education, especially the mother’s. 

Like many other successful men, Shmueli tends to get a 
bit misty-eyed about his Mum who had the misfortune to 
bring him to this country in the middle of the school year. 
The six-year-old EHlezer was brought up, nearly half a 
century ago, against a bureaucracy similar to the one 
that drives today's parents banging and screaming into 
his own offices every September. Shmueli's own rather 
resourceful Mum solved what was no doubt described to 
her as “an accommodation problem" by sending her 
bemused little boy to a talmud Tora clutching his own 
stool.

sti tuted the regular phone-in days both for himself 
for the district supervisors, and has Just started a live 
radio phone-in programme. The programme, which can 
be beard on the "At Home" programme at 11 sum. once a 
month on Thursdays, featured Shmueli last week answer- 
ing rather tough questions from rather angry mothers — 
answering with a politeness that is still rare among 
Israeli public servants. At his Instigation, an "Advice and 
Guidance" programme for parents can be Been once a 
fortnight on television, and he Is planning to set up a 
special department in the ministry that will co-ordinate 
parent and school activities. 

Shmueli is alive to the Importance of parents' being in- 
volved and resents the charge that the ministry Is only 
paying lip-service to such involvement at the moment. 
He points out that hundreds of parents in a disadvantaged 
development town like Yavne are actively involved In 
education by working every single school day, on a shift 
basis, as teachers' aides. A similar programme exists In 
Or Yehuda, and this month's internal ministry circular 
stressed the Importance of parent participation. 
However, in spite of all these ’good Intentions and plans, 
Israel's education system remains one of the most cen- 
tralised in the democratic world and there may be some 
sharp confrontations with both the ministry bureaucracy 
and the Teachers' Union, if they are ever Implemented on 
a far-reaching basis. 

Shmueli has a very good nose for the latest currents In 
education, but be was not and is not an "Idea man." 
Aranne took on both the Treasury and the Teachers* 
Union and rammed the school reform down their throats 
against fierce opposition. He sent Shmueli, a superb 
organizer and fund-raiser, out to the development towns 
all over Israel to build the schools. However, much as he 
reveres Aranne'e memory, it is highly possible that what 
with the new winds blowing both inside and outside the 
minlstr: , he will be flexible if the school reform is likely 
to be slowed down or even quietly dismantled.

SHMUELI was the protege of the late Minister Balm an 
Aranne, who took a liking to the -young man fresh from 
Columbia University with an M.A. In educational ad- 
ministration. According to Shmueli, he would never have 
got a job in the ministry anyway If he had not lived in the 
same apartment house as Aranne. (In 1957 ministers still 
lived in comparatively modest homes.) His wife Geula 
was chatting with Aranne's daughter on the stairs and 
shortly afterwards Aranne's voice was booming over the 
phone “come over at once." 

Aranne. besides being a man with an almost violent 
passion for education, was also passionate in his likes and 
dislikes. He liked Shmueli and put him In "his office, and 
infected him with some of his vision, especially In the 
area of secondary education, and also with his obsessive 
capacity for work. Aranne also had a profound social con- 
sciousness, and he apparently also liked the idea of 
promoting a young man of "Oriental" background. 

Shmueli did not initiate the “Oriental Heritage” 
programmes, which are In danger of becoming just 
another cliche for Israeli schoolchildren, but he did a lot 
to kick it' into action. "Oriental-consciousness." in .his 
view, is a lot more than folklore and properly enunciating 
ones ’ayins and hets. It is literature and the rewriting of 
history books with a view to raising the often pitifully low 
self-image that children from families of Oriental origin 
oftenhave of themselves and their now nearly forgotten

SHMUELI is an administrator par excellence, and he has 
no particularly binding political affiliati ons. It la reported 
that the new Minister, the National Religious Party's 
Zevulun Hammer, is having a hard time finding 
somebody from NRP ranks to replace him. Shmueli 
himself, it should not be forgotten, however, is officially 
Acting Director-General, having originally been ap- 
pointed as a temporary replacement for El ad Peled. The 
latter, an appointee of Yigal All on. is still on study-leave 
in the U.S., where he went about 18 months ago under a 
cloud concerning the stipends he received to study In the 
U.S.. and it Is unlikely that he wUJ be Invited hack to the 
ministry — both for this reason and because of his dose 
personal and political associations with Allon. 

Of course, it is possible, as one old hand in the ministry 
said last week, that Shmueli will be kept because of his 
great administrative talents, but will be surrounded with 
some of the NRP young men. who already fill Hammer's 
' bureau, and who will make the effective ideological and 
policy decisions. Or as another rumour goes, Shmueli 
may be shunted off to head the Pedagogical Secretariat, 
a job that, given a strong person, can be very important. 

All shuntings and re-shufflings at the top aside, the es- 
sential policy and day-to-day decisions are likely to he 
made, as they have been made for years, by the same 
middle-af-the road civil-servants. The ideological colour 
at the top may have changed; hut unless the minister and

Declarer then finessed the spade 
Jack and continued with the ace, 
learning of the spades stack. 

To make the contract it was 
necessary to force West to lead a 
diamond away from his king. As a 
first step clubs were exhausted from 
the West hand by winning with the 
ace and king and then ruffing a club. 

A spade to the queen was the first 
throw -In. But West was not yet 
caught. He won with the king and ex- 
ited with his last spade. 

Declarer then led the diamond 
nine, his second throw in. West 
played the jack and was allowed to 
hold the trick. West now had no 
choice but to lead a diamond, which 
South won with the queen. The con- 
tract was now secure. 

We can regard the throw-in as a 
standard play, but nevertheless it is 
a. pretty manoeuvre.

THE ISRAEL PHILHARMONIC 
OBOBE8HU, ZbMb MMUb conducting, 
I mm Stars, violinist CM AtIt, Mass 
A uditorium, October 9). Schubert:

AGAIN, aa in the first programme of 
subscription concert No. z, the 
orchestra Introduced last-minute 
changes. Instead of the scheduled 
Vivaldi concerto from the "Four 
Seasons" {which was played by Mr. 
Stern at a pre-concert at the Mann 
Auditorium at 7 p.m.l, we were 
treated to another of Schubert's ear- 
ly symphonies. 

Is sharp contrast to No. 8 {played 
la the first programme), which Is 
merely an unsuccessful attempt to 
combine a few beautiful ideas Into a 
symphony. No. 2 is a little master- 


piece. Mehta gave it a brisk and 
sparkling performance. 

The symphony was followed by 
one of the really great works of the 
first half of the 20th century — 
Hindemith's "Mathis the Painter," 
Mehta's execution seemed in full ac- 
cord with Hindemith's ontJ-romantic 
and anti-subjectlvlstic theories. It all 
sounded like a huge, immaculate 
noo-B&roque. polyphonic structure, 
the final chorale creating a shining 
and brilliant climax. 

In the second part of the concert 
Isaac Stern's Brahms was profound. 
It was not a romantic Interpretation, 
In the usual sense, but an exhaustive 
exploration of human experience. 
The complete unity of conception 
despite all the marvellously fashion- 
ed details, was truly admirable. The 
performance also achieved a rare In- 
tegration of solo and orchestral 
parts. 


Pikler string quartet a surprise

QUARTET (Australia) (TO Avfv, "Tsar- 
to.” UJLI soke, Oat, 8). Haydn: String 
Quartet In B (but Major Op.11, Ko.t; 
Mosart: String Quartet in D Minor K. 4X1: 
Rnrtolu String Quart** NoJ Op,?. 

THIS CONCERT by the Robert 
PDtler String Quartet from Australia 
came as a pleasant surprise. From 
young mu sici a n s, aged about 20, one 
expects, at best, a sound instrumen- 
tal and musical approach. But this 
quartet gave us three excellent per- 
formances, which not only showed 
first class schooling, but 
demonstrated an astonishing 
musical maturity. 

The opening Haydn, though slight- 
ly hesitant. Impressed by Its clarity 
of presentation, fine phrasing and 
balanced sonorities. The Mozart dis- 
pelled whatever doubts there might 
have remained: the ensemble la 
beyond its formative stage and 
already has a collective musical per- 
sonality. One could easily discern ex- 


cellent training, hard and efficient 
preparatory worts and refreshing 
musical perception. 

If Haydn satisfied add Mozart 
made a deep impression, Bartok was 
nothing less than powerful. The 
quartet moved smoothly and without 
effort from one idiom or technical 
language to another. Sonorities grew 
stronger and became more 
penetrating. Contrapuntal textures 
were presented with great clarity. 
.Single Instruments (I would -par- 
ticularly like to mention the celhst) 
stood out with great melodic beauty 
This technically polished and 
musically most absorbing perfor- 
mance was due to a considerable ex- 
tent, to William Hennessy'a Inspir- 
ing, but at the same time unosten- 
tatious leadership. The only reserva- 
tion I have is about the programme. 
Would it not have been appropriate 
for an Australian ensemble to pre 
sent at least one' piece by an 
Australian composer?

Tgo landing rights in Britain discussed

TPEl- ‘AVIV. — It is one of the 
economic goals of the Likud to 
reduce the government's share in 
company holdings. The prospect of 
the switch from Government to 
private ownership has had a 
profound Influence on the securities 
Of the companies Involved.' 

Persistent rumours have pointed 
to the possibility that ownership of 
the Israel Land Development Co. 
may pass Into the hands of an Ira- 
nian Jewish businessman. Shalom P. 
Doron, the managing director of 
IX.D.C., has persistently denied 
that such negotiations are In 
progress. Yet the company’s shares 
have recently had a sharp price run- 
up (TL3.8G) and have appreciated by 
about 190 per cent since the begin- 
ning of the year. 

The Israel Land Development Co: 
is the oldest and one of the largest 
real estate holding and development 
companies here. The activities of the 
company, founded in t909, are a 
reflection of the practical implemen- 
tation of the Zionist dream. From ita 
earliest days the company's prln- - 
cipai aim was the acquisition of land 
for the Jewish National Fund as 
well as for private companies and in- 
dividuals. 

Chaim Weitxmaxm was one of the 
seven founders. Originally It was in- 
corporated as an English company 
with an authorized capital of £50,000, 
divided into 40,000 ordinary shares of 
par value of £l each and 200 . 
founders' shares of par value £500 
each. The paid-up capital, at the 
time the company was established 
was £7,912. 

From the outset the company set 
as Its goal not only the acquisition of 
land, but its development and the fin- 
ding of new ways of settlement. Its 


founders were convinced of the need 
.to encourage the participation of 
private Jewish capital from abroad. 
This basic thfaWng was the founda-. 
tlon tor what became known as the 
Ahuzot Plan. Under the scheme, 
Jews of means could acquire orange 
groves in Palestine, which could 
serve as a source of livelihood after 
their aliya. 

The scheme, to a limited extent, 
proved successful. During the years 
before the First World War, the 
number of orchards, orange groves, 
almond plantations and vineyards, 
expanded greatly and added con- 
siderably to the economy of the coun- 
try- The investments were satisfac- 
tory, and yields of 10 per cent an In- 
vested capital were quite common. 


In 1953 the company was re- 
incorporated in Israel as a public* 
company. Keren Hayes od and Keren 
Kayemet Le Israel (JNF) to tUa day 
bold so per cent of the founders’ 
shares, while almost all the ordinary 
shares are in the hands of the public.

Six per cent interest on new 
Government bonds asked for 


Assis must report 
on its finances

The Treasury will today ask the 
Knesset Finance Committee to ap- 
prove the raising of the interest rate 
on new Government bonds to six per 
cent. Bonds will, however, remain 
linked to the consumer price index 
only to the extent of 80 per cent. 

The' purpose of the higher interest 
rate is to Increase the yield, in the 
hope that this will boost the sales of 
Government debentures which have 
been lagging since the linkage rate 
was reduced from 90 to 80 per cent a 
year ago. 

Government economists in 
Jerusalem were sceptical about the 
effectiveness of the upping of the in- 
terest rate, arguing that it bad come 
too late. The yield on the new bonds 
will be L9 per cent if Inflation runs at 
20 per cent, while old bonds can be 
bought on .the stock exchange which 
bring In between 2.5 and 4.2 per cent. 
Only if bond prices will rise by 13 per 
cent will the yield on old bonds fall to 
the level of the new. 

Such a rise in the price of oldrbonds ’ 
..wiQ take place only if , the public will 


get out of the booming share market. 
Nevertheless, the investment in link- 
ed bonds remains the best bet for 
those investors who intend to hold on 
to their investments until the 
redemption date. 

The Treasury's move to raise the 
Interest rate on bonds was the occa- 
sion for a sharp difference of opinion 
within the Bank of Israel. The 
economists of the central bank 
prepared a document — meantime 
shelved — in which they proposed to 
restore the 100 per cent linkage on 
Government bonds. 

In their view, full linkage is more 
attractive, psychologically, than a 
higher interest rate, even If In terms 
of yield the result la the same. They 
also made the point that the impor- 
tance of the linkage, which today 
places a heavy burden on the budget, 
will decline as the rate of inflation 
abates, while the Interest rate is a 
fixed commitment. But while the 
rate of inflation Is high, a reduced 
linkage rate represents a high risk of 
capital lore" for the Investor and 
leads to low or even negative yields. 


The Securities Authority, which 
haa recently been trying to tighten 
up its supervisory activities, has 
asked the District Court for an in- 
junction ordering Assis Ltd. to sub- 
mit its periodic stock report. 

According to the Securities Law. 
any company whose shares are trad- 
ed on the stock exchange. Is obliged 
to file a periodic report Such a 
report must include the company's 
financial statement, certified by a 
chartered accountant. It must also 
give details about developments 
which may affect the company's 
profitability or its. assets, as well as 
Information on any emoluments or' 
benefits received by interested par- 
ties such as managers or 
shareholders. 

Assis was supposed to file a report 
by the end of June, six months after • 
the end of Its fiscal year, os required 
by law. The company informed the 
Securities Authority, after repeated 
requests for the report, that the 
reason for the delay was the reloca- 
tion of the factory fromRamat GanT 
to Netanya. 


Donations and 
matching funds

The Treasury will In future no 
longer automatically allocate 
matching budget funds for 
educational, religious and health in-, 
stitutians which receive donations.

The Treasury yesterday 
decided to adopt a new procedure, 
according to which donors wishing to 
support a certain project will have to 
apply to the ministry concerned. 
Only if the project is approved, will 
the ministry involved be allowed to 
allocate matching funds from Its 
budget. 

Each project will be covered by a 
contract between the donor and the 
ministry, and the Treasury will no 
longer deal directly with donations.

TEL AVIV. — The disastrous fire at 
Cargal, which rased the plant near 
Ramie ten days ago. caused a total 
damage of IL260xn. Of this only 
ILtom. will be paid by insurance andk 
reinsurance Anna within Israel, and 
the rest of the tab, lUMHim., will be 
picked up by insurance and rein- 
surance firms abroad. This is stated 
by Joseph Hacbxney, managing 
director of the Israel Phoenix In- 
surance Company. 

Hackmey said that nine Israeli 
and three foreign companies had co- 
insured the carton-box making plant 
and its supplies for £L350xn., plus 
another ILBOm. tor loss of profits, or 
for a total of ILUOm. In ail. 


However, since considerable raw 
material was salvaged, Hackmey es- 
timates the actual loss of property, 
plus loss in profits, comes to lL280m. 

Of the twelve co-insurers, the 
Israel Phoenix took the largest 
chunk, 46 per cent, for a loss ot 
ILl2t)m. 

The eleven other companies in- 
sured Cargal as follows: Mlgdal Bi- 
nyan. io per cent, Hassneh, and 
Commercial Union, seven per cent 
each. Firemans Fund and Guardian 
Eastern, six per cent each, Sha’ar, 
five per cent, Zion, four per cent, 
Yuvai, three per cent, and 
Haxnagen, Adriatlca and Zur, two 
per cent each, for a loss of XL140m. 

As is usual In such cases, oil the 
companies bought reinsurance to 
spread the risk, or sold part of the 
original policy on the open market. 

Thus, the Israel Phoenix Itself, and 
Its mother company in England 
Phoenix (London), and an affiliate, 
Continental Insurance in New York, 


picked up a total of six per cent 
among them directly, for a loss of 
ILiBm. 

The Israel Phoenix obtained rein- 
surance for three per cent in Israel, 
and the remaining 37 per cent was 
sold in the open market In 
Switzerland, London and West Ger- 
many, to a variety of reinsurance 
companies. 

AH the other eleven co- Insurers 
also bought reinsurance mainly 
abroad. 

"Thus, the total loss to Israel 
directly is an estimated IL29m. out 
of the total loss of IL260m.." 
Hackmey repeats. 

He adds however, that since rein- 
surance premiums will undoubtedly 
rise as a result of the fire, the cost to 
Israel will also be felt in higher 
premiums in the future. 

As for Israel Phoenix itself, 
Hackmey notes that the company is 
in excellent financial shape and can 
stand the loss. 

“We have XL280m. in liquid ac- 
counts. In addition to our reserves, to 
pay off our insurance claims, and 
thus £L4m. is not a decisive factor, 
although It is probably the largest 
claim we will have to pay off this 
year.’* 

In the 1975 calendar year, Israel 
Phoenix had a net profit after taxes 
bf ILi0.7m.. tn 1976. of HA8.7m. and 
in the current calendar year, the net 
profit after taxes will be an es- 
timated IL20m. 

Israel Phoenix itself Is -owned as 
follows : 30 per cent by the Hackmey 
family; 30 per cent by the Discount' 
Bank Investment Company; and 40 
per cent by London Phoenix.

Efforts to get Histadrut members

TEL AVIV. — All Histadrut 
members should automatically be 
entitled to discounts in Histadrut- 
owned enterprises, Ada Gllan, chair- 
man of the Histadrut Consumer 
Department, believes. She has been 
fighting for this for a long time but 
next month, at the Histadrut 's con- 
vention, the proposal will be 
deliberated for the first time as a 
convention resolution, 

Shmuel Ayal, head of the 
Hlstadrut-operated Haxnashbir Lat- 
zarchan, had said earlier this week 
that his chain was not willing to give 
discounts to Histadrut members. 

Mrs. Gllan explained that workers 
committees can today buy discount 
tickets for workers at Hamaahbir. 
but that they pay the store in full, 
which thus loses nothing on the deal. 
In fact, she said, similar deals can be 
worked out with private stores. What 


she and other Histadrut members 
want to for the rank and file 
Histadrut member to be able to walk 
into Haxnashbir or Bank Hapoalim, 
show his Histadrut card and enjoy 
special benefits. 

Haxnashbir recently opened four 
new stores and Mrs. Gllan was asked 
whether Histadrut members had 
helped pay for these enterprises, 
which now do not want to give them 
discounts. “Of course, Hamashblr 
got loans from Hevrat Ha'ovdlm, but 
that does not mean that you and X 
helped finance the stores."

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Labour: looking 
for a new look 


THE CALL by the moshav movement section of the Labour Par- 
ty for a return to the framework and spirit of "historic Mapai" 
may be the first important sign of Labour's recovery from the 
paralysis that overtook it following the electoral defeat of May 

It is Ironic that one of the leaders of fhty initiative, former 
Agriculture Minister Aharon Uzzan, chose to speak of historic 
Mapai. When he joined the party as a pew Immigrant in the ear- 
ly 1950's, Mapai was already more "Tammany Hall" than the 
Ideological movement it had been in the 1930’s and 40’S 1 . 

But ours is an age that speaks in code. "Historic Mapai" is a 
code word suggesting the necessity for choice between the two 
major alternatives now confronting the Labour Party — more 
specifically, for tbe choice of one and not the other. 

Labour today can either become an ideological party of the 
socialist left, or it can fill 'the political vacuum in the area im- 
mediately to the left of centre on the party map. 

The first alternative would entail the very real danger of a 
defection of moshav movement and former Rafi members, very 
possibly to the Likud government as a faction to be organized 
under the leadership of Mbshe Dayan. 

The second alternative would similarly invite a breakup of the 
Labour Alignment, with Mapam picking up a number of Labour 
MICs to form a new party of the left. 

The decision of the moshav Labourites is certain to set off a 
heated debate. Mapam’s Yaacov Hazan is already reported to 
be readying a proposal for replacing the Alignment with a 
broader roof organization that would include Labour, Mapam, 
Shelli, the ILF, and possibly part of the DMC, with each group 
continuing to enjoy ideological autonomy. 

In the other wing, many former Rafi colleagues of party 
leader Shimon Peres are said to be urging him to take the in- 
itiative in shaking off what they view as the electoral albatross 
of Mapam. 

It is understandable, that for the man commanding the 
stormstricken boat, the safest course might be to keep the craft 
from rocking. Mr. Peres has indeed lost little time In declaring 
that he will brook no attempt to break up the Alignment. 

A do-nothing policy, however, is not necessarily the beat or the 
wisest course in the long run. For paradoxically, it was the crea- 
tion of the Alignment as a realization of Labour’s old dream for 
1 ‘the unity of the labour movement" that helped lead the labour 
camp to its eventual defeat. 

What the Labour Party needs is to develop a dynamic balance 
between vision and reality — between commitment to its own 
values of a good and secure society and satisfaction of the prac- 
tical demands placed upon it by the voters. 

The traditional political concepts are not very helpful In this 
context They certainly mean little if anything to the vast ma- 
jority of Israelis who have reached maturity or the shores of 
Israel after the 1940’s. 

The kind of Israel the present coalition stands for is becoming 
clearer all the time, and it may be doubted whether it 
represents the consummation most devoutly wished by a ma- 
jority of the electorate. After all, last May this electorate did not 
so much cast their ballots for Mr. Begin as against the Align- 
ment. 

The challenge confronting the leadership of the Labour Party 
ties in ortitiiLaQng an alternative concept of Israel without en- 
cumbering it with the outworn symbols of bygone times. 
"Historic Mapai" would be an odd way of putting it. A party 
that entertains hopes of returning to power should rather look to 
the future. 

A march out of step 

THE TRADITION of the Jerusalem March — an outgrowth of 
the Four-Day March — started just a decade ago. In the flush of 
recently won victory and the historic capital’s unification. The 
time has now come to have it discontinued — at least in the form 
in which it was staged yesterday. 

The massive convergence of marchers on Jerusalem — a city 
grown truly big, but still with only one half-decent thoroughfare 
— is staggering. It very nearly causes the capital to shut down 
for one whole afternoon. 

m earlier years the march used to be held during the in- 
termediate days of Succot, a festival of pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem. Yesterday, however, was a regular working day. 
Thankfully, it was Tuesday, and many shops were closed. But it 
did not seem to make much of a difference. 

Moreover, because it was a regular working day, the effects 
of the march were felt not only within Jerusalem, but far beyond 
it. Hundreds of Egged, and even Dan, buses had to be mobilized 
to move the tens of thousands of marchers, and public transpor- 
tation was disrupted all over the country. 

March Headquarters apparently failed to foresee the 
magnitude of the problem or belittled it. But it is the Ministry of 
Transportation — and It surely cannot be denied that there is 
such a ministry, even In its present headless condition — that i 
hears most of the blame. 

- According to Egged’s spokesman, all of the company's re- 
quests to the ministry for an early, and staggered, transporta- 
tion of marchers were turned down. The ministry's own last- 
minute appeal both to March Headquarters and to the bus 
cooperatives to help minimize interference in tbe orderly flow of 
communications can only be described as a classic case of 
bureaucratic effrontery. 

Certainly the march could be rescheduled not to fall on a 
workday which produces an extra enforced holiday. If there is 
one thing of which Israel has not exactly been short, it is 
holidays. 

Independence Day or the intermediate days of Succot or 
Pea ah offer sufficient alternatives. 

In any event the disruption suffered in Jerusalem yesterday 
should not be permitted to recur.

The case for extradition 


THE RECENT PROPOSAL by the 
Government to amend the 1954 Ex- 
tradition Law is, in my view, one of 
the most undesirable and harmful 
legislative measures eyer submitted 
by an Israeli Administration to the 
Knesset _ 

It will .be recalled that under the 
Bill dated July 25, 1077. the Extradi- 
tion Law would be amended so as to 
preclude any possibility of - ex- 
traditing Israel nationals to foreign 
states. 

The amendment would protect 
from extradition not only nationals 
of Israel who normally live here but- 
who may have committed an ex- 
traditable offence while on a trip 
overseas- It will also protect Israel 
nationals, Including new im- 
migrants, who at the time of the 
commission of the crime were 
nationals of foreign countries, as 
well as Israel nationals who normal- 
ly live abroad and whose Israeli 
nationality constitutes merely a for- 
mal bond with the Jewish State. 

An Israeli engaged in Mafia ac- 
tivities in New York; an Israeli in- 
volved in drugs and prostitution in 
Rome; fin Israeli responsible tor a 
major bank fraud in Zurich — none 
of these could be extradited to the 
country where their crimes have 
been committed, once they have 
secured refuge in Israel. This would, 
be so even if it caused the Govern- 
ment considerable embarrassment 
in its relations with the foreign state 
concerned, and badly tarnished 
Israel's international reputation. 

It is true that under the Bill the 
courts of Israel would be competent 
to try, under Israel law, any Israel 
national, or even a resident of Israel, 
who committed abroad an act 
which, had it been committed in 
Israel, would be one of the offences 
listed in the Schedule to the Extradi- 
tion Law. It is, however, wholly un- 
realistic to expect that Israel could 
fill the gap by prosecuting criminals 
who have reached Its shores. 

Major difficulties would arise with 
regard to the availability of 
witnesses, access to evidence, and 
the shortage of manpower and 
budget. Surely, .too, the prosecution 
of Israel nationals for crimes com- 
mitted in foreign countries need not 
be granted any priority in the alloca- 
tion of human and financial 
resources. Israel has enough work 
cm its hands without becoming an In- 
strument for the prosecution, 
punishment and rehabilitation of its 
nationals who have committed 
crimes abroad. 

THE GOVERNMENT’S Bill 
represents a ma jor departure from 
Israel's settled - legal" poHcy. As a 


country of mass immigration, Israel 
long ago established, and has con- 
sistently followed, a policy aiming at 
the conclusion of proper extradition 
agreements with as many states, as 
possible, so that this country itself 
would not become a tempting haven 
for criminals. Israel has been 
sensitive to the interest of the state 
where a crime has been committed 
in trying .the person or persons 
(charged with its commission, and 
(conscious of the strain on Inter- 
nationa] ties which would result 
jfrom a -policy of non'extraditlon of 
criminals. 

The possibility of extraditing 
criminals who are nationals of Israel 
was particularly Important because 
of the right of all Jews — a right 
limited only with regard to persona 
acting against the Jewish people, 
likely to endanger public health or 
' security of the state, or with a 
criminal record likely to endanger, 
public welfare — to come here as Im- 
migrants, thus obtaining Israel 
nationality. . 

In the past, where persons with a 
criminal record managed — despite 
certain legal safeguards — to enter 
the country as immigrants, they 
could later be extradited, even if in 
the meantime they have acquired 
Israel nationality. This would, 
however, no longer be possible under * 
the Government's Bill. The damage 
to Israel’s reputation from, say, 
failure to extradite an infamous* 
crook who has cleverly taken advan- 
tage of the Law of Return, could be 
enormous. 

IN SUPPORT of the Bill it has been 
argued that it would protect Jews 
from prosecution In a hostile en- 
vironment. The argument is much 
too flimsy. 

In the first place, it should be 
pointed out that Israel has concluded 
extradition agreements only with 
friendly states whose legal systems 
and traditions are fully tru st wo rth y. 
If the quality of justice administered 
in such foreign lands is seriously, 
questioned, then there should be no 
extradition to them at all, whether of 
nationals or of non-nationals. 

Secondly, it is obvious that the Ex- 
tradition Law as It now stands 
provides adequate assurance 
against the extradition of Jews — or, 
for that matter, non-Jews — in cir- 
cumstances where they would not be 
likely to obtain a fair trial. Tbe Law 
provides that upon receipt of an ex-' 
tradition request from a foreign 
state, tbe Minister of Justice may 
(not must) direct that the wanted 
person be brought before a District 
Court in order to determine whether 
he is subject to extradition. 


The Court may not declare a 
-wanted person subject to extradition 
if It finds that there are reasonable 
(grounds for believing that the ac- 
jcusation or request arises from 
racial or religious discrimlnation^ur 
that it really alma at prosecuting the 
wanted person far an offence of a 
political character, even though it is 
not so stated. 

Even with regard to a person who 
has already been declared by the 
Court aa subject to extradition, the 
Minister of Justice has discretion 
whether or not to order that extradi- 
tion be carried out Moreover, ah ex- 
tradition order which has not been 
carried out within 60 days lapses 
automatically, unless 4t is extended 
by the Court prior to the expiry of 
fids period. 

IT HAS ALSO been argued in sup- 
port of the Bill that most other coun- 
tries Impose limitations on. the ex- 
tradition of their own nationals. But, 
as has already been pointed out, in 
no other country can nationality be 
so easily obtained as it Is by Jews in 
Israel. Furthermore, It is a fact that 
extradition agreements concluded 
between states do not often entirely 
preclude tbe extradition of their 
nationals. The usual provision hi that 
neither state shall be obligated to 
surrender its nationals to the other, 
thus leaving the matter to the deci- 
sion, of the state of asylum. 

Similarly, the European Conven- 
tion of Extradition, which links 
Israel with 14 European countries 
provides that a contracting party . 
shall have the right (not the duty) to 
refuse extradition of its nationals. It ■ . 
may be true that those European - 
countries do not in fact extradite 
their nationals. But where, as in 
Israel's case, extradition rather than 
proaeehtian reflects the interests of 
the state, lack, of reciprocity should 
not be a conclusive argument 
against extradition. 

Of the nine bilateral extradition 
agreements Israel has concluded,, 
only two (those with France and 
Luxembourg) provide for non- 
extradhlon of But even 

that prohibition Is not absolute. A 
person may (Luxembourg) or must 
(France) be extradited if he was not 
a national of the state of asylum at 
the time of the commission of the 

offence. 

Tbe Government’s BID, however, 
goes much further in that it totally 
prohibits extradition of Israel 
natio nals in all circumstances. The 
Bill does not give tfce Government 
any discretion in the matter: that Is 
perhaps the mbst objectionable 
aspect of tiie Bill.
